SAYS GRAFT COST 
CITY $5,000,000. 


Assistant Corporation Counsel 
Sutherland Discloses As- 
tonishing Extent of Con- 

tract Frauds. 


„ 


MANY CHARGES ARE MADE 


Tells Mayor’s Committee of Water 
Tunnel Construction ; Blames 
Methods of the Mu- 
nicipality. 


Startling disclosures of the extent of graft 
on city contracts were made yesterday by 
Assistant Corporation Counsel Sutherland 
before the Cullerton committee appointed by 


Mayor Dunne to investigate the charges. 


That attorney declared that the city had 

beem defrauded of $5,000,000 in the last ten 

years on contracts for the construction of 
water tunnels and sewers, and on the pur- 
chase of machihery. 

Summarized, the charges of the city lawyer 

Are: 

Chicago has impure water largely as a result of 
the faulty construction of water tunnels, a large 
percentage of the water seeping in from the soil. 
To give the city pure water all the tunnels will 
have to be reconstructed, 

In the construction of the northwest land tunnel 
and the Sixty-eighth street tunnel the contractors 
decreased the thickness of the walis at the ex- 
pense of the city. 

The city pays for from three to five times as many 
wooden slabs as are used in tunnel construction. 

City inspectors either are controlled or deceived by 
the contractors. 

Large quantities of machinery purchased by the 
city have disappeared mysteriously and no rec- 
ords of the machinery thus acquired exist. 

Former public works commissioners have been 
negligent and other city officials beth negligent 


and corrupt in connection with contracts. 


Systematic Inquiry to Result. 

The statement of Mr. Sutherland was in- 
tended merely as an outline of the evidence, 
which, he declares, can be adduced to prove 
his charges before the council finance com- 
mittee recently, on which the Cullerton in- 
vestigation is based. . Ald. Cullerton char- 
acterized the accusations as the gravest 
which had been brought to public attention 
during the thirty years that he has served in 
the council. The committee directed that a 
report be prepared showing the cost to the 
city of all land and lake tunnels, sewers, 
bridges, pumping stations, engine houses, and 
machinery from 1895 to 1004. The body will 
Tteconvene at the call of Chairman Cullerton 
to inaugurate a systematic investigation, 
The committee consists of Ald. Cullerton, 
Riley, Sitts, Dougherty, and Dunn. 


No individual or private firm,“ said Mr. 


Sutherland, “ would countenance the kind 


or work done on the Sixty-elghth street tun- 


nel by the firm of Ross & Ross. Thelr con- 
struction was absolutely contratry to the 
specifications in the contract. The eity could 
have stopped the work or could have refused 
to pay the contractors. but week after week 
the poor construction went on. Apparently, 


the contractors had nothing to fear. Their 


pay went on just the same, and what con- 
tractor would improve his work under such 
conditions? 


Wood Instead of Brick Used. 

“On the sections constructed by Weir & 
McKechney and by Duffy only one and two 
rings of brick were put in. whereas the con- 
tract called for three. Instead of solid ma- 
sonry outside, loose brick and slabs were em- 
ployed. The city paid $15 a cord for these 
slabs, which cost the contractors only 83. 
To this stab fraud is due the pollution of 
much of Chicago's water. After extending 
our tunnels out several miles into the lake 
we get the leakage from the soll instead of 
pure water. 

„The contract for the tunnel out to the 
Carter Harrison crib called for four rings of 
brick. The commissioner of publi¢ works 
at the time tseued a letter authorizing only 
three rings. The price, however, was not re- 
duced. This work was done by FitzSimons 
& Connell. On the northwest land tunnel 
Weir & McKechney got $125,000 without 
warrant before the end of the work. Alto- 
gether they took from the city illegally 
between $350,000 and $400,000. In one case a 
lot of money was lost through an oral con- 
tract made with a city official. The Appel- 
tate court held this contract illegal.”’ 

Although giving no names. Mr. Sutherland 
was understood to refer in this instance to 
the supplementary contract authorized by 
Public Works Commissioner Joseph Downey, 
which cost the city several hundred thousand 
dollars. 

Says Payment Was Illegal. 

Fitz Simons & Connell are not entitled to 
compensation for work done after ine first 
1,000 feet of the northwest land tunnel,“ con- 
tinued Mr. Sutherland. “ The construction 
at that point slumps off to two rings of brick. 
It undoubtedly was illegal to pay a cent of 
compensation for this work. But money 
flowed easily from the public purse on this 
particular contract, and it is only an illus- 
tration of how easily the purse has been 
opened on other public works. 

„Not only the northwest land tunnel but 
other city water tunnels as well carry im- 
pure water by reason of their faulty con- 
struction. More than $15,000,000 has been 
spent on water conduits, with the result that 
they carry more seepage water than lake 
water. I pay from 350 to $60 a year for 
water at my home, because I know, by inves- 
tigation, how impure the city water really is. 
The purveying of water in Chicago is a most 
lucrative business. I have experimented by 
tying a piece of flannel over the mouth of a 
water faucet in my house. In the course of 
an hour or two I find the pipe stopped with 
matter resembling sewage. I once took the 
deposit to the city chemist, who analyzed it 
and declared there were no microbes in it. 
But he couldn't deny it was sewage.”’ 


Believe Reconstruction Necessary. 

Mr. Sutherland lives on the south side, at 59 
Bryant avenue. The only remedy for the 
impure water situation, he declared, is to re- 
construct all the tunnels under honest con- 
tracts honestly carried out under the super- 
vision of honest public works commission- 
ers. 

“Tt is a gréat surprise to me that our city 
engineers and-other officials have stood by 
and watched this contract graft, without 
stopping payment of the work. 

“The tunnel which supplies the Harrison 
street pumping station is a notable case of 
the defective construction which the city 
has paid for. Some time ago the city wanted 
to make some repairs in that tunnel, and the 
water had to be drawn out. The engineers 


' pumped away at it six weeks without decreas-

Disaster Breaks Water Mains,

New York, Jan. 9, 8:30 a. m.—[Special.}— 
At least fifteen persons are believed to have 
been killed in a landslide which tore off the 
edige of one of the streets of Haverstraw, N. 
T., for two blocks late last (Monday) night 
and carried with it a dozen houses to a pit 
100 feet beneath. 

The houses were all wooden structures and 
all of them caught fire immediately after 
the land gave way. The work of extinguish- 
ing the flames was made impossible for the 
reason that the landslide broke the water 
mains and shut off the supply of water.

DYING MAN FOUND IN LOT;

Police of Stockyards District Seek 
Persons with Whom Thomas Boland

The death of Thomas Boland, 44 years old, 
681 West Forty-seventh street, shortly after 
he was found unconscious late last night in 
a vacant lot near his residence, is probably 
another murder mystery for the police to 
golve.

How Town Was Undermined. 


The landslide took place on Rockland 
street, which is in the brickyard section in 
the northern part of the village. A rich bed 
of clay closely adjoins the street, and fora 
dozen years the brickyard people have been 
digging into this bed deeper and deeper. 

Eventually they hollowed out a hole over 
a hundred feet deep, and had gone as close 
to the side line of Division street as their 
rights permitted them. There had been much 
Mtigation over the encroachments of the 
workmen, and many efforts had been made 
by the village authorities to secure injunc- 
tions restraining the workmen from going 
further. 


Landslide Comes Gradually. 


The landslide came gradually at first. The 
ground, weakened by the rain and snow of 
the last few days, showed crevices near the 
edge of the street late in the afternoon, and 
in the evening portions of the bank began to 
give way. The street was not thickly popu- 
lated, for most of the former dwellers had 
left on acoount of fear of just what hap- 


pened. 

Many of the residents left their houses 
early in the evening before the final crash 
caine. The Nelsons, for instance, were en- 
deavoring to move their effects, and the 
rabbi was assisting them.

Secretary Hooker of the City club said he 
Aud not think contract ordinances for a fixed

Edward R. Diederich of the Twenty-first ward, 
gas inspector, to nde Edward M. Cummings, 
resigned. 

Patrick Cotter, terider of the North avenue bridge, 
vice Patrick J. Meaney. 

Mr. Bartzen is one of the most succegsful 
private building contractors in the city. His 
qualifications were brought to the attention 
of Mayor Dunne by Ald. Reinberg and by 
several delegations of business men from the 
Twenty-sixth ward. He is said to have con- 
structed $250,000 worth of buildings in the 
last year. He lives at 111 West Lawrence 
avenue and his place of business is at 2222 
Lincoln avenue, 

Proof of Bartzen’s Probity. 

As a result of financial stress Mr. Bartzen 
was forced into bankruptcy several years ago 
and was relieved of his debts by the ſedera 
court. He preserved a list of his creditor» 
however, and afterwards paid them off 100 
cents on the dollar, until his last obligation 
was satisfied. Among those who vouched to 
Mayor Dunne for Mr. Bartsen's character 
and ability were many of these old creditors. 

When, the name of the appointee was read 
in the council several aldermen leaped to their 
feet to move concurrence, and Ald. J. J. Mo- 
Cormick was recognized for this purpose. 

The appointment of a new building commis- 
sioner was virtually precipitated by the dis- 
closures in regard to the manner in which 
Secretary McAllister had defrauded the city 
by devoting part of his time to another enter- 
prise.

court were closed all this time. Finally the 
level was reduced to some extent, and an 
examination made. It would have made your 
hair stand on, end to see the conditions at 
the Peck court gates. Water was rushing in 
torrents around the gates into the tunnel. 
The engineers’ barely escaped with their 
lives. Why, gentlemen, that whole tunnel 
is afloat. There is as much water outside 
of it as inside, And yet that tunnel is sup- 
posed to carry pure water. I asked the city 
engineers if they had ever repaired the tun- 
nel and they said no. You can draw your 


own conclusions. 


Forced to Cheat to Get Even. 


Recently a contractor named O'Brien was 
building a city sewer. He got into the viein- 
ity of the Sixty-eighth street land tunnel, 
when the water broke in on him from all 
sides. There was water everywhere. It 
Was another aspect of the faulty construction 
of that tunnel. As a matter of fact, the 
contractors, Ross & Ross, were not entirely 
to blame. They had been pilfered by city 
officials who had borrowed money of them, 
but had hot repaid it. The only way the con- 
tractors could get even on their contract, 
therefore; was to cheat the city on the con- 
struction of the tunnel. 

This charge made a sensation in the com- 
mittee, but Ms, Sutherland did not go into 
details. 

‘* Assistant City Engineer Brown,“ con- 
tinued Mr. Sutherland, followed up the 
work of Ross & Ross recently. He found 
that slabs and even hay had been uged to 
ram in outside of the brick work. On the 
Lake View tunnel more money was paid in 
extras than on the whole main contract. 
More than $250,000 was paid illegally on this 
job alone. 

On the FitzSimons & Connell contract, 
Assistant City Engineer Brown became un- 
popular because of his honesty. One day he 
recorded two car loads of slabs as having been 
used in the work. A foreman for the con- 
tractors told him to make it thirteen. Brown 
refused. The foreman told him he was 
‘getting too fresh’ and that he would have 
him transferred. The next day Brown was 
transferred. 


Slab Frauds Cover Years. 

“This slab fraud has been going on for 
years. ‘Many city inspectors are appointed 
on the recommendation of the contractors, 
and many more are influenced. The repre- 
sentative of the contractor will take the in- 
spector in tow and fill him up with whisky. 
Then he takes him over to the mouth of the 
tunnel shaft and shows him a dozen carloads” 
of slabs beitig lowered. Then they go back 
to the saloon, and, after more whisky, re- 
turn to the shaft, where a dozen more car- 
loads are being unloaded. But it is the same 
dozen carloads, which have been holsted as 
soon as the inspector returns to the saloon. 
Sometimes the contractors don’t even take 
this trouble. In many cases, the contractors 
dig useless holes above the tunnels and fill 
them with slabs, just to cheat the city of 
that much money.“ 


Blames the City Officials. 


The lawyer closed his outline of the charges 
by paying his respects to the city officials, 
whom he holds to blame for the robbery of 
the public treasury. He painted a word pic- 
ture of an aldermax going home and finding 
his little child ill with typhoid malaria. 

“Whom is he to blame?’ demanded Mr. 
Sutherland. He can blame only the cor- 
ruption of city officials in regard to water 
tunnel contracts ang their disregard of hold- 
ing contractors to the specifications of their 
contracts. Why, if I lived on the west side, 
where conditions are particularly deplora- 
ble, I would take a gun and go out and shoot 
certain contractors before I would agree to 
pay them a cent for their work. It is not a 
question of politics, but of getting our 
money's worth and preserving the public 
health. And yet because of the litigation I 
have directed against certain contractors I 
have incurred the enmity of certain demo- 
cratic politicians. When this administra- 
tion came in they even threatened to get my 


scalp.”’ . 
Tells of Supplies Frauds. 

Taking up the question of supplies, Mr- 
Sutherland said: 

“The city purchased a lot of machinerv 
from Ross & Ross and Weir & McKechney. 
It amounted to between $75,000 and $85,000 
worth. Some time ago I noticed an old boiler 
being used in the Harrison street tunnel. It 
had been rented for $100 a month and $150 
paid to repair it, whereas I could have bought 
a better one outright for $150. Learning this, 
I asked where all the boilers were that were 
bought from the contractors. The engineer 
in charge told me they were gone years ago. 
Then I went to the city business agent. He 
could not account for more than $1,200 worth 
of the whole lot of ,machinery. He had abso- 
lutely no account of the disposition of from 
15,000 to 20,000 rails purchased from the con- 
tractors. The city repeatedly has sold for 
$200 and $300 machinery for which it paid 
$4,000 and $5,000. It simply means, gentle- 
men, that the custodians of city property 
have been men who could not be trusted.“ 


McGann Defends Acts. 


City Consulting Engineer Ericson, who was 
present, suggested that the committee could 
ascertain the purity orimpurity of city water 
by having an analysis made at the pumping 
stations. Controller McGann also made a 
statement defending his acts as controller and 
public works commissioner in regard to con- 
tracts. 

IT never have made any payments on con- 
tracts in dispute, unless so authorized by 
the corporation counsel,’’ he said. These 
charges, of course, are sensational, but they 
are not more sensational than the exper- 
iences of the contractors in the construction 
of the tunnels. That there has been lax 
supervision of the work I admit,as there is lax 
supervision in all departments of the city 
government on account of the lack of money. 
The city in the days those tunnels were built 
had to contend against strong men, men who 
might take advantage of the city. All the 
men under me at the time were honest, with 
the exception of one.“ 


ARMED TRUCE OF LABOR MEN.

Gier 
used to be a delegate, but a new election is 
said to have been held in his union, the hog 
butchers’, at which he was defeated for re- 
election. The exclusion of Gier on technical 
grounds would leave John W. La Vine of the 
cigarmakers as the only candidate for the 
Madden fgction to support

Attorney General Ready to Ask 
Supreme Court for Com- 


pelling Order. 


New York, Jan. 8.—[Special.J—Henry H. 
Rogers, calm, suave, smiling, and as in- 
scrutable as ever, again baffled all the ef- 
forts of Attorney General Hadley of Mis- 
souri to discover the connection between the 
Standard Oil company and the Waters-Pierce 
and Republic Oil companies. 

Mr. Rogers Was unruffied, but the Missouri 
attorney general several times nearly lost 
patience. The Standard Oil man's memory 
was almost as vague as it was on Saturday, 
and he parried questions and evaded direct 
answers and shifted issues until the closing 
moments of the day’s hearing. Then he was 
asked the crucial question of the whole case— 
and he refused flatly to answer, even in the 
face of Commissioner Sanborn's peremptory 
order to do so. 


Crucial Question Unanswered. 


The question upon which the whole Mis- 
souri case hangs was: 

It is charged in this case that the Stand- 
ard Oil company of Indiana, the Waters- 
Pierce Oil company, and the Republic Oil 
company are in a confederation and agree- 
ment in violation of the trust laws of Mis- 
souri. Do you not know that the Standard 
Oil company of New York owns or controls 
either through itself or other parties a 
ey of the stock in all these compa- 
nies? 

As stated, Mr. Rogers refused to answer. 
The hearing was adjourned, but Mr. Rogers 
1 be on the stand again tomorrow morn- 
ng

Delayed by a Flashlight. 


Mr. Rogers’ antipathy to photographers of 
the snap shot order is proverbial. On Satur- 
day he made a personal request that all pic- 
ture makers, including sketch artists, be 
barred from the room while he was testifying, 
and it was granted. 

Today the photographers lined up at the 
back of the room before he camein. Bach 
had his camera set ready for business. Ap- 
parently Mr. Rogers did not see them or their 
machines, for he walked calmly to the wit- 
ness chair and sat down. 

“Referring to the last question that was 
asked you on Saturday,“ began Mr. Hadley.

Everybody jumped except the man in 
the witness chair. At the same time the 
photographer who had set off the flashlight 
shouldered his camera and darted from the 
room. For an instant Mr. Rogers sat un- 
moved in his chair. Then he got up.

Too Much for His Asthma. 


The explosion caused so much confusion 
and the smoke so much coughing that Com- 
missioner Sanborn decided to adjourn the 
hearing until 2 o'clock in the afternoon. Mr. 
Rogers said that he was not at all disturbed 
by the unexpected interruption, but that as 
he suffered from asthma the smoke made it 
impossible for him to remain in the room. 
Mr. Sanborn expressed regret at the occur- 
rence and announced that in the future 
cameras would not be allowed in the place 
while the examination of witnesses was go- 
ing on. 

His Memory Improves. 


It was nearly 5 o’clock in the afternoon 
when Mr. Rogers was called for the second 
time, and it was 80 late that little progress 
was made with his examination befere the 
adjournment. 

In answer to Mr. Hadley's questions the 
witness said he had refreshed his memory 
since Saturday to the extent of recalling 
the names of the president and vice presi- 
dent of the Standard Oil company of Indiana, 
Mr. Hadley then returned to the question of 
committees at 26 Broadway, by which the 
affairs of the Standard are administered, 
particularly with reference to the Indiana 
company. Mr. Rogers’ answers on Satur- 
day had not been specific.

Q.—Do I understand you that there is not at 
26 Broadway any committee which has charge 
of the business of the Indiana company? A.—No. 
¢ Q.—Does the Standard Oil company of Indiana 
sell oil in the state of New York? A.—I don’t 


know. 
Hazy About 26 Broadway. 

Mr. Hadley got back again to the New 
York building and who held forth there. 

Q.—Hasn’t the Indiana company an office at 26 
Broadway? A.—I don’t know that it has. 

Q.—And you are a director of the company? A.— 
I am. 

Q.—Do you mean to say that Mr. Moffett hasn't 
an office in the building and that you don’t know 
it? A.—I don't know that he has an office there 
except by hearsay. 

Q.—Don't you know that the secretary of the 
Indiana company has an office there? A.—Mr. 
Stahl is the secretary and Mr. Cowan is the vice 
president, but I don’t think they have offices there. 


Missouri Man Is Nettled. 


The attorney general appeared to bea trifle 
nettled at the persistence with which the 
witness evaded a direct reply to his ques- 
tions. 

Do you wish to say to the Supreme court 
of Missouri,” he said sternly, that you, as 
a director of the Standard Oil company of 
Indiana, do not know where its general of- 
fices are located? 

„Why, it is immaterial what the 88 
court of your state desires me to say in an- 
swer to that question,“ retorted Mr. Rogers. 

J did not ask you for an opinion of the 
Supreme court,“ said Mr. Hadley, tartly. 

“Are you asking for personal informa- 
tlon? asked the witness, smiling. 

‘You understand my question, Mr. Rog- 
ers,“ said the attorney general, “and I as* 
the commissioner to direct you to answer 
— 

Commissioner Sanborn thought the ques- 
tion ought to be put in another form, and Mr. 
Hadley complied. 

Q.—Is it a fact that you, as a director of this 
company, do, not know where its principal place 
of business is? Now, I don’t want any opinions. 
I want to know whether you know. A.—To be spe- 
cific and absolute, I really don’t know, but I sup- 
pose the general offices are located in Indiana, 
the company having been incorporated there. 
Furthermore, it being a matter of record, I prefer 
to refer to the records ra than trust my mem- 
ory.

New Jersey company was 
the same as the trust certificates of the 
original trust. 

In redirect examination Mrs. Butts said 
she had knowledge of many of the com- 
panies in the Standard Oil trust from actual 
competition with them. She came to know of 
these facts from association with Mr. Rice 
in his business. 


Jerome Calls on Hadley. 


One of Mr. Hadley’s callers yesterday was 
District Attorney Jerome. They adjourned 
to a private room and hada long talk. After- 
wards Mr. Hadley announced that the visit 
had nothing to do with the investigation, or 
the question of making recalcitrant witness- 
es answer the questions put tothem.

DAILY FIGHTS ARE HELD. 


Two Boys Are Arrested and Girls 


of District Are Terrorized. 
by the Violence.

A “race” war of twenty-five years standing 
has been revived by the pupils of the Walen 


school, Twentieth and Johnson streets, and 


is being waged with such violence that scores 


of the boys daily attend school armed with 


revolvers, while the girls are terror stricken. 
Repeated firing of revolvers, fortunately 
with no attendant bloodshed, owing to poor 
marksmanship, has aroused the neighbors 


and the police to action with the result that 


two of the boys, who are believed to have 
taken prominent parts in the war, and a 
pawnbroker, who is charged with selling 
some of the weapons, were arrested  _. 
Principal Samuei B. Allison has taken every 
means to secure the names of the ringleaders 
in the factional fights and to learn which of 
the boys are carrying revolvers, but with lit- 
tle success. A system of passing the 
weapons to and from one another and of hid- 
ing them about the school grounds and neigh- 
borhood has made it impossible to discover 
the firearms. The police from the Hinman 
street station have begun an Investigation, 
while the Desplaines street police are dealing 
with the cases of those already arrested. 


How Factions Are Divided. 


The trouble is between the Bohemians” 
and the Irish,“ so classified by the bo 
The nationality of the children has noth 
to do with the case, but they are élassified 
according to the location of their homes 66 
relates to Johnson street.

MOROCCAN CONFAB 


President Awaiting Develop- 
ment of Franco-German 
Situation with Anxiety. 


KAISER IS CONCILIATORY. 


Danger of Clash May Be Accentu- 
ated by Conference; American 
Mission to Attend. 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 

Washington, D. C., Jan. 8.—{Special.]— 
With an anxiety arising from his fear that 
the peace of the world may be menaced 
President Roosevelt is awaiting the opening 
of the international conference on Morocco. 

The news received by the state depart- 
ment regarding the relations of Germany 
and France shows the existence of a strain 
im the relations of those two countries. 
Capitalistic France forced the French gov- 
ernment last summer to give way before the 
demands of Germany, but democratic France 
has since taken a deep interest in the ques- 
tion, and there can be no further humiliat- 
ing withdrawal. 

The question, as expressed by a dipiomat 
who has no special affiliations for either 
Germany or France, is: Will Emperor 
William, whose people assuredly do not 
Want war, appreciate that his bluff is in 
Ganger of being called?” 

If France keeps her promised word regard- 
ing the open door in Morocco there is no 
danger of a conflict, and the emperor him- 
self has said this. He wante no preferential 
‘treatment for Germany in Morocco, and the 
fact that he does not seek it either for Ger- 
man cOmmerce or in any other way is cited 
as the best possible evidence of his desire to 
come to an agreement not only with France 
but with all the powers which will take part 
fm the impending conference. 


Peril in French Claims. 

Nor does the emperor believe it is in the in- 
terest of the world that international recogni- 
tion should be given to France's claim ot 
preponderance in the political affairs of the 
Moorish empire. In order to placate the 
French government, he has consented that 
France and Morocco shall, independently ot 
a conference, reach an agreement by which 
the former shall be allowed to police Moorish 
provinces bordering upon Algeria, which is 
@ French possession. 

But, as the emperor has pointedly declared, 
if the French government were charged by 
the powers to police all the kingdom, its ad- 
ministration would be dominated by French 
guards, and the commerce of other nations 
inevitably would be treated with less consid- 
eration. How Morocco is to be. policed, 
whether it shall be done by three or more 
great powers or by a third rate nation, under 
the direction of the powers, is a question 
whi must be decided by the conference. 
But German delegates will go to the con- 
ference instructed to display the most con- 
Ciliatory spirit, but to maintain uninfringed 
the principle of the open door. 


Madagascar Case a Warning. 

Some years ago France took the island of 

scar, and the commercial rights this 
country enjoyed there immediately were re- 
scinded. To draw a closer parallel, Japan is 
policing Manchuria, and western commerce 
has not been benefited thereby. If Manchu- 
ria were to be policed permanently by Japa- 
nese it is evident the Japanese merchant 
would control the foreign trade of the mil- 
lions inhabiting the southern half of that 
province, and probably dominate the north- 
ern half, occupied by Russians. 

The United States does not want territory 
in any portion of the globe, but it does look 
with more or less disfavor upon any action 
tending to close a promising market to Amer- 

_fean goods. This is, according to German 

 @Glaims, the attitude of the Emperor William. 
France's proclaimed attitude would ine 
cate that on the surface there is no danger of 
a conflict with Germany in consequence “ 
the Moroccan question. France has notified 
this government that it favors the open door 
in Morocco and never has entertained the 
purpose of closing it. France insists the 
geographical, commercial, and political rea- 
sons all justify its claim to preponderating 
rights in Morocco. 


England to Support France. 
Great Britain has recognized this claim 
and will support her, certainly diplomatically 
probably by force, if necessary, in its 
tenance. She does not want war with 
Germany, but the Moroccan question con- 
Seals dynamite and there. may be an explo- 
sion. Consequently she has made prepara- 
tions, and she has seen without dismay that 
Germany, too, is preparing. That is a course 
of prudence, her representatives admit, but 
so far as she is concerned there is no in- 
—— of permitting Germany to find, in 
ease of trouble, the presence of the same de- 
plorable lack of defense which existed in 
1871, when Bismarck and Von Moltke directed 

successfully the occupation of Paris. 

Here, then, Hes the special interest of the 
United States. The president wants Morocco 
kept open to American trade, but, far more, 
he. desires that international peace shall 
be preserved. 

Germany is free from the thenace of Rus- 
sia on her northern flank, but advices re- 
ceived in Washington show clearly that if 
she attacks France she must reckon also 
with Great Britain. If she can look with 
philosophy upon the loss of her navy, her 
colonies, and her thriving ocean borne com- 
merce, and seek compensation in French 
territory, then her warlike preparations 
would be better understood. 

With three great nations involved in a 

war, the commerce of the United States 
surely would suffer. Ambassador White, 
. who is accredited to the Italian government, 
been ordered to represent the United 

tes at the Moroccan conference, because 
the president relies upon his tact and diplo- 
macy to aid Germany and France in reach- 
ing an agreement on any anotty feature 
developed during the deliberations. 


American Mission Chosen. 


Minister Gummere, who takes care of the 
interests of the United States in Morocco, has 
been detailed to serve with Mr. White because 
of his knowledge of Moroccan affairs, which 
will enable him to deal as an expert with the 
developments which bear upon the commerce 
of this country. 

But before the American mission will take 
any action it must first report to the state 
department, and the necessary instructions 
will be cabled by Secretary Root. 

It is the opinion of such a politician as Sen- 
ator Bacon that the president is going far 
beyond his constitutional prerogatives in the 
Moroccan conference. He introduced in the

French View of White Book. 

PARIS, Jan. 8.— The German pamphlet or 
white book on Morocco, issucd today in Ber- 
lin, receives prominent attertion here. The 
prevailing comment of the officials and news- 
papers is that the publication does not con- 
tain sensational developments and does not 
materially change the presentation of the 
subject in the French yellow book. 

It is particularly noted that Germany has 
no French dispatches on which to base her 
claims, the German thesis being maintained 
by dispatches from count von Tattenbach- 
Ashold and other German agents, who nat- 
urally presented the French intentions to- 
wards Morocco in an unfavorable light. 

Count von Tattenbach-Ashold’s dispatch 
giving the sultan's declarations against 
France discloses the perfidy which France 
had long suspected. It is the sultan's inter- 
pretation of the French designs to which Ger- 
many takes exception, as the book fails to 
show that France’s own agents declared it to 
be the intention of France to make Morocco 
another Tunis. 


Wild Rumors in Berlin. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUN®.] 

BERLIN, Jan. 8.—The Boersen Courier, the 
chief financial organ here, repörts an un- 
easy tone on the boerse in connection with 
the relations between France and Germany. 
The wildest rumors are afloat, such as the 
possibility of a German setback at the Mo- 
roccan conference; that Germany has pur- 
chased Ceuta from Spain, and regarding the 
kaiser’s indisposition, although he has only 
a slight cold. The money market is in no 
condition to facilitate the carrying over of 
heavy engagements into the new year. 


German Side of Affair. 


{BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.] 

BERLIN, Jan. 8.—The foreign office’s 
pamphlet on Morocco, consisting of forty- 
two pages, with extracts from twenty- 
seven documents, appeared today. It be- 
gins with a symposium of the newspaper 
cuttings expressing the aspiration of the 
French to attain exclusive jurisdiction in 
Morocco and representing that the French 
minister at Fez had assumed the mandate 
of Europe to urge the execution of reforms 
in Morocco. 

The sultan of Morocco, on Dec. 21, re- 
ceived in audience Herr Vassel, the German 
consul at Fez, and talked over the general 
situation. I am willing.“ said the sultan, 
to treat three or four powers equally with 
Germany and Great Britain on account of 
their’ trade and France and Spain because 
they are neighbors.”’ 

The sultan inquired whether the French 
minister could claim a general mandate or 
not, and the consul replied that Germany 
had not granted such a mandate. 


What the Sultan Thinks. 


Count von Tattenbach-Ashold, special Ger- 
man representative at Fez, wrote May 18 the 
following commentary on the sultan's views 
of the situation: 

The remark of M. Delcasse in the chamber 
of deputies upon the visit of Emperor Will- 
lam that Morocco had accepted in principle 
the French reform proposals is as little the 
truth as the French envoy’s assertions that 
he had the mandate of Europe. From begin- 
ning the sultan had doubts of these asser- 
tions, and he rejoiced that the situation was 
clearing. Until now he had not made the 
least concession to France, but had awaited 
the arrival of the German minister to taik 
over everything thoroughly.” ) 

Count von Tattenbach-Ashold added: 

The sultan is evidently convinced that the 
time is arriving for him and his empire to de- 
termine whether they may or may not exist.“ 

Chancellor von Bülow summarized the im- 
pressions produced on his mind by these dis- 
patches in a communication to Prince von 
Radolin, the German ambassador at Pari» 
May 22, saying that the French representa- 
tive was apparently intending to lay hold of 
Morocco without scruple and to forbid the 
sultan to hold any further communication 
with the other powers. a 


FRANCE ROILED AT CASTRO. 


Indicates That Time Is at Hand When 
Action Will Be Substituted 
for Words. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 8.—President Cas- 
tro's failure to recognize the French chargé 
at Caracas on New Year's day will not be al- 
lowed to pass unnoticed by the French gov- 
ernment. At the request of the French gov- 
ernment, Mr. Russell, the American minister 
at Caracas, will make to President Castro a 
vigorous and what may prove to be final rep- 
resentations. 

The French government’s position is that 
it has exhibited sufficient patience in the at- 
titude toward President Castro, and that the 
time is near when action must be substituted 
for words unless President Castro changes 
his attitude. 

So far as-is known here the latest repre- 
sentations do not include a time limit and 
therefore cannot be termed an ultimatum in 
the strict sense of the word, but they leave 
no doubt about the serious intention of the 
French government, and are of a more vigor- 
ous tone than any that have preceded. Mean- 
time the French meet is in the West Indies 
awaiting the turn of events. 


BITTER IN WHITE HOUSE CASE. 
Dr. Minor Morris, Husband of Woman 
Ejected and Fined, Arraigns 
Those Responsible. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 8—Dr. Minor 
Morris, whose wife was ejected from the 
White house last Thursday night, gave out a 
public statement in which he severely ar- 
raigned those responsible for her removal, 
and denounces the imposition of a fine in 
her case as adding to her humiliation. 

Dr. Morris alleges that an effort was made 
to hold Mrs. Morris at the house of deten- 
tion until his arrival, two days later, to 
make it appear that she was friendless 
and insane.“ He says that the physicians 
sent to examine her manifested their in- 
dignation. He makes sarcastic allusion to 
Assistant Secretary Barnes, and denounces 
the statements of Representative Hull on 
the will as forgetful of the most sacred re- 
lationships of life.

Orloff’s only reply was: 

All who would revolt against tthe author- 
ity of your imperial majesty deserve death.“ 
Within a short period there are sure to be 
outcries against the brutelities of Orloff. The 
whole country is in a state of complete revo- 
lution and the country must save itself by 
force of arms, or go under. 


Same Thing in Dorpat. 

The Dorpat district, under like conditions, 
has been given over to Gen. Kotchenko in- 
tentionally. History will remain blank con- 
cerning what occurs. The flercest military 
law will spare nothing im the execution of 
repressive measures. 

In the Baltic provinces many 3 
leaders have been hanged or shot. The rebels 
have introduced their own income tax and 
postal service, while the leaders are in tele- 
phonic cothmunication with one another. 

The news from south Russia and Man- 
churia is as bad as can be. Arrests and hous3 
searchings continue in spite of the apparen = 
calm, and the general feeling of insecurity 
grows hourly. 

The executive committee of the Workmen’s 
alliance is undaunted and meets daily, while 
the Finland members affirm that it is pro- 
gressing splendidly. | 


MUST CONQUER RAILROAD. 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 
ST. PETERSBURG, Jan. 8.—The govern- 
ment has been compelled to undertake the 
recovery of the Siberian railway. The min- 
istry of war is now organizing a strong ex- 
peditionary corps of all arms to reéstablish 
the government's authority over the Une. 
At present the railway is wholly in the 
hands of soldiers returning from the far 
east. The soldiers have terrorized the sta- 
tionmasters and civil employés, who in many 
cases have fled from the stations. Many 
trains are wit bout officers, the soldiers hav- 
ing seized all the accommodations. The 
latter are utterly defiant of all discipline. 
The government is entirely without news 
from the Caucasus. Neither has the Turk- 
ish embassy received any information. Ac- 
cording to the newspapers the viceroy has 
fied to Tiflis, where he has sought refuge 
in a fortified monastery. It is reported the 
mountaineers have proclaimed a holy war 
and are murdering all Christians in Trans- 
caucasia. The agrarian movement is spread- 
ing north and east. 


FRESH RIOTING REPORTED. 
ST. PETHRSBURG, Jan. 8—There has 
been a renewal of disturbances at Rostof-or- 
Don and at Moscow, and there was some 
fighting at both places. Order, however, was 
quickly restored. 

Col. Makeiff, commandant of Rostof-on- 
Don, telegraphed tonight the details of a 
emart action in which the insurgents in thet 
vicinity were driven from their fortific@ 
stronghold in the village of Zatermernitz¥’ 
The insurgents had dug intrenchments and 
erected barricades, and were prepared to 
offer a house to house resistance, but they 
were driven out by the combined use of artil- 
lery, infantry, and cavalry and fled, leaving 
most of their weapons.

cheap sugar from the Philippines, to the dis- 
advantage of the American farmer. 6 

The 1 the republican insurgents 
against the lippine policy of the admin- 
istration is Mr. Babcock of Wisconsin. Asa 
member of the committee on ways and means 
he introduced a bill for the reduction of 
the duty on iron and steel and he has re- 
peatedly been publicly quoted as favoring a 
revision of the tariff, and yet he is opposing 
a reduction in the tariff on goods coming 
from an American possession. Mr. Tawney 
of Minnesota is another pronounced tariff 
revisionist. He also is opposing a reduction 
in the tariff on Philippine products, not be- 
cause he objects to it, but because he is op- 
posed to statehood for two territories a thou- 
sand miles away from his own district. 

Entirely the most curious thing about the 
fight against the Philippine tariff bill is the 
fact that beet sugar men are to be called 
upon to vote for an amendment abolishing 
the differentia] tariff on refined sugar. This 
amendment was originally offered by John 
Sharp Williams, a Mississippi free trader of 
the rdnkest kind. 


Williams Gives Trust Weapon. 

The beet sugar trust has agreed to produce 
votes for this amendment, not because it 
wishes the amendment to become a law, but 
because it knows the Philippine bill, with 
such an amendment, would never be passed 
By the senate nor approved by the president. 

At first sight it seems a nice sort of thing 
to put a tariff on raw sugar from the Philip- 
pines and Cuba for the protection of, the 
American farmer and then to take off the 
tariff from refined sugar so as to cut off 
protection to the sugar trust. Any study of 
the situation, however, will show that if the 
tariff on refined sugar were abolished every- 
where, the beet sugar farmer and the cane 
sugar grower of the United States would 
surely have to go out of business, no matter 
what might be the amount of protection given 
to the raw material. 

If extra protection to refined sugar were 
eliminated from the tariff entirely, the 
United States would import nothing but re- 
fined sugar, which would come in at the same 
rate as raw sugar. The refineries in the 
United States would have to go out of busi- 
ness, and the minute they did so there would 
be no market either for beet or cane sugar. 
Sugar refiners of Germany and England 
would like nothing better than to have the 
tariff on the finished product removed and 
that on the raw material left. They would 
flood our market in thirty days mere ond the 
shadow of doubt. 

If the tariff on refined sugar coming from 
the Philippimes were removed the result 
vould be equally disastrous. Everybody 
would build refineries in the Philippines and 
the finished product would come from those 
islands to the United States in a steady 
stream. 


Paid Agitators Responsible. 

From Secretary Shaw down, including 
every tariff expert in the employ of the gov- 
ernment, either in departments or at the cap- 
itol, it is a fact well understood that free 
trade between the United States and the 
Philippines would not affect the price of 
sugar in the United States by a fraction of a 
cent. The amount the Philippines are capa- 
ble of producing in the next tem years is ac- 
curately known. It is far too small to affect 
the market. If every pound of sugar the 
Philippines can produce was brought into the 
United States without a penny of duty it 
would still be necessary to import from Cuba, 
‘and so long as that necessity exists the tariff 
on Cuban sugar will be the minimum of pro- 
tection to the American beet sugar farmers 
and cane planters. 

Everybody in the house knows these facts. 
If the interests of the beet sugar farmers 
of the community were really at stake the 
Philippine tariff bill could not possibly pass 
the house of representatives. The old heads 
there know perfectly well that the movement 
against the Philippine tariff is originated and 
kept alive by the beet sugar trust and tobacco 
trust, and it is equally a matter of common 
knowledge that paid agents of those two cor- 
porations, each one of which, by the way, is 
now under suspicion in the department of 
commerce and labor, throng the lobbys of the 
house today, and are inspiring and insti- 
gating the fight against the Philippine tariff 
bill which was recommended by Secretary 
Taft, approved by Secretary Shaw, and 
earnestly advocated by President Roose- 
velt. 

Given a little more time for personal ap- 
peal, Uncle Joe Cannon will probably secure 
a clear majority of republicans to vote for 
athe Philippine bill.

DOMINICAN POLICY ATTACKED. 
Senator Rayner, in Maiden Speech, Tells

Washington, D. C., Jan. 8.—Mr. Rayner of 
Maryland made his maiden speech in the 
senate today while a discussion of Santo 
Domingo affairs in their relation to the United 
States was in progress. 

Senator Tillman's resolution requesting the 
president to inform the senate as to the exist- 
ing status of Santo Domingo, which was 
offered on Thursday last, and went over 
under the rules, was called up.

No doubt he is 
guided in this by a desire to get the best results 
in the work to be done and I have no doubt he be- 
Meves he has exercised the best judgment, but I do 
not think we can all agree that the expenditures 
for clerical duties in Washington have been justi- 
fied. 

The congress has placed in the hands of the presi- 
dent the responsibility for carrying on thts great 
work, and I think this ought not to be done. 

The president must not be sensitive if the repre- 
sentatives of the public in the other branch and 
of the states in this branch demand a return to the 
old system of having a review by congress of al! 
matters of extraordinary expenditures. It is not 
the fault of the president that this becomes neces- 
sary now. It has been the ill advised action of 
congress. The president has met the situation in 
the bold, manly fashion that seems to obtain with 
him in his treatment of works for which he is re- 
sponsible. He can see nothing but good where he 
is personally responsible. 

When Mr. Gorman had concluded, Mr. Hale 
agreed that congress has fallen into a bad 
habit of appropriating large sums without 
closely regulating the manner of expenditure, 
but he declared that the president, in regard 
to canal work, has followed the course pre- 
scribed by congress in the Spooner act, and 
that he has not been at fault in any man- 
ner. He said that the action of the president 
in courting investigation showed that he be- 
lieved the time had arrived for congress to 
assume a part of the responsibility. 


Does Not Mince Words. 


President Roosevelt in his letter to con- 
gress does not mince words. He says: 

The sensation mongers, both those who stay at 
home and those who visit the isthmus, may ground 
their accusations on false statements by som 
engineer who, having applied for service on the 
commission and been refused such service, now 
endeavors to discredit his successful competitors; 
or by some lessee or owner of real estate who has 
sought action or inaction by the commission to in- 
crease the value of his lots and is bitter because 
the commission cannot be used for such purposes, 
or on the tales of disappointed bidders for con- 
tracts; or of office holders who have proved incom- 
petent or who have been suspected of corruption 
and dismissed, or who have been overcome by 
panic and have fled from the isthmus. 

Bvery specific charge relating to jobbery, to im- 
morality, or to inefficiency, from whatever source 
it hae come, has been immediately investigated, 
and in no single instance have the statements 
of these sensation mongers and the interested com- 
plainants behind them proved true. 

The only discredit inhering in these false ac- 
cusations is to those who originate and give them 
currency, and who, to the extent of their abilities, 
thereby hamper and obstruct the completion of 
the great work in which both the honor and the in- 
terest of America are so deeply involved. 


Salaries Have to Be High. 

Referring to the criticisms in and out of 
congress of the apparent high salaries paid 
to officials of the isthmian commission and to 
their subordinates, the president says: 

We are undertaking in Panama a gigantic task 
—the largest piece of engineering ever done. The 
employment of the men engaged thereon is only 
temporary, and yet it will require the highest 
order of ability if it is to be done economically, 
honestly, and efficiently. 

To attempt to secure men to do this work on 
insufficient salaries would amount to putting a 
premium upon, inefficiency and corruption. Men 
fit for the work will not undertake it unless they 
are well paid. In the end the men who do under- 
take it will be left to seek other employment 
with as their chief reward the reputation, they 
achieve. 

Their work is infinitely more difficult than any 
private work, both because of the peculiar condi- 
tions of the tropical lond in which it is laid and 
because it is impossible to free them from the pecu- 
liar limitations inseparably connected with gov- 
ernment employment; while it is, unfortunately, 
true that men engaged in public work, no matter 
how devoted and disinterested their services, musi 
expect to be made the objects of misrepresenta- 
tion and attack. 

At best, therefore, the positions are not attractive 
in proportion to their importance; and among the 
men fit to do the task only those with a genuine 
sense of public spirit and eager to do the great 
work for the work’s sake can be obtained; and 
such men cannot be kept if they are to be treated 
with niggardliness and parsimony, in addition 
to the certainty that false accusations will con- 
tinually be brought against them. 


Plea for Fair Treatment. 

In conclusion the president makes a plea 
for decent and fair treatment for the canal 
commission and its work. He says: 

I repeat that the work on the isthmus has been 
done and is being done admirably. The organiza- 
tion is good. The mistakes are extraordinarily 
few, and these few have been of practically no 
consequence. The zeal, intelligence, and efficient 
public service of the isthmian commission and 
its subordinates have been noteworthy. 

I court the fullest, most exhaustive, and most 
searching investigation of any act of theirs, and 
if any one of them is ever shown to have done 
wrong his punishment shall be exemplary. But 
I ask that they be decently paid and that their 
hands be upheld as long as they act decently. 
On any other conditions we shall not be able to 
get men of the right type to do the work, and 
this means that on any other condition we shall 
insure, if not failure, at least delay, scandal, and 
inefficiency in the task of digging the giant canal. 


: Profit in Panama Railroad. 
Accompanying the president’s letter is the 
annual report of the Panama railroad com- 
pany and a letter from Secretary Taft to 
President Roosevelt explaining features of 


the report. The Panama railroad for the 


ten months ending Oct. 31 last was operated 
at a profit of $854,246, or more than 5 per 
cent on the capital stock. 

Secretary Taft advises the president that 
the majority and minority reports of the 
board of consulting engineers as to the type 
of the canal, sea level or lock, will be ready 
for congress about Feb. 1. 

The secretary explains the transaction by 
which the directors of the Panama railroad 
company issued and sold $623, of bonds to 
meet pressing demands of tors The 
directors issued and sold the bonds without 
consulting Secretary Taft or President

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In Letter Written Before Attempting 
Suicide Former Chicage Doctor 
Says Mania Which He Could Not 
Resist Impelled Him to End Life— 
Makes Vain Effort to Set Down Sen- 
sation as Poison Overcomes Him— 
Shields Drug Clerk. 


New York, Jan. 8.—[Special.}—Dr. R. W. 
Steger, said to be a graduate of Vanderbilt 
and Columbia universities, and of a promi- 
nent southern family, attempted to commit 
suicide in the Audubon hotel, at Broadway 
and Thirty-ninth street, some time Sunday 
night by taking a mixture of chloroform and 
morphine. He was removed to Bellevue hos- 
pital today, where physicians say he cannot 
recover. 

Dr. Steger was for several years a pro- 
fessor of chemistry in Vanderbilt univer- 
sity. He married in 1894 in Hot Springs, 
Ark., and then removed to Chicago, where, 
it was stated, he built up a large practice, 
besides serving as house phys cian at the 
Grand Pacific hotel. 


Explains Mania in Letter. 

Dr. Steger took the poison after writing the 
following letter: 

Sunday, Jan. 7, 7 p. m 

To whom it may concern: My name is Robert 
W. Steger, aged 48, occupation, physician; place 
of birth, Alabama; cause of death, suicide by 
means of morphine and chloroform. I give my body 
to the College of Physicians and Surgeons of this 
city for dissection. I am a graduate of this school, 
1878, and ved in the highest esteem. 

Since 1883 I have not been mentally sound, hav- 
ing suffered from frequent attacks of suicidal 
mania. These would take the form of homicti 
insanity and again of a combination of both/ These 
attacks lasted two or three days, during which 
time it was impossible for me to sleep. The present 
attack has lasted three weeks. A continuance 
would be worse than death, so-I feel * in 
taking my life. 

This condition has caused me to do many things 
for which I have been severely censured. I trust 
my friends may know that my mistakes have been 
errors of the head and not of the heart. 

ROBERT W. STEGER, M. D. 


Tries to Describe Own Death. 


The back of this letter, which was writ- 
ten on one sheet of paper, was covered by 
illegible writing, only a word here and there 
standing out plainly, the others being 
scratched out or tailing off into scrawl. It 
appeared from this that Dr. Steger had at- 
tempted while dying, as he thought, to 
diagnose symptoms of poisoning and to d 
scribe his feelings as he went under the in- 
fluence of the chloroform and morphine he 
had taken. 

There were a few lines of zigzag writing, 
then the word “ dizzy,” another line or two 
in which mental coma ”’ occurred; another 
line in which change of nature is clear 
enough. The rest couldn’t be made out. 

On an envelope near the letter Dr. Steger 
had written, after he had taken the poisons 
apparently: 

As I am sitting here in room 17, as sane 
as I have been for three weeks and expect- 
ing to die within an hour, I want to say 
that the book of ‘ Dr. Jekyll one Mr. Hyde 
is none too strong 

Two lines followed, but eb weit writing could 
not be deciphered. 


Insures Drug Clerk’s Safety. 

On the dresser in Dr. Steger’s room was a 
small bottle which had contained chloro- 
form. It was empty. A leather case con- 
taining morphine sulphate and a hypodermic 
syringe was foundalso. Apparently the doc- 
tor had used a large quantity of morphine. 

By the empty chloroform bottle and the 
morphine case was a short note which said 
that the clerk of an uptown drug store, who 
sold him the poison, should not be punished, 
as the poisons were obtained on a regular 
doctor’s prescription. 

Among his effects was a pawn ticket for 
$7 for a gold watch. Three letters sealed, one 
was to Mrs. C. S. Davies, 1716 Milard street, 
New Orleans, La, 

At 101 West: Eighty-fourth street, where 
Dr. Steger lived three months with a family 
by the me of Morgan, it was said that he 
came to New York from Nashville, Tenn., 
where his family is prominent and wealthy. 


WIDOW ACCEPTS BEQUEST 
PROVIDED IN YERKES’ WILL. 


Attorney Clarence Knight Denies Report 
from New York That She Will Con- 
test for a Dower Share. 


Rumors that Mrs. Yerkes, widow of the 
traction magnate, would relinquish her share 
under the will and contest for her dower 
rights were revived xesterday. The truth of 
the reports was, however, denied by Clarence 
Knight, Mrs. Yerkes’ attorney. 

The story originated in a New York news- 
paper to which it purported to have been 
sent from Chicago. It stated that as soonas 
Mrs. Yerkes recovered from her indisposition 
she would engage counsel and sue for her 
dower interest. It purported to quote Mr. 
Knight as admitting the truth of the story. 

In case Mrs. Yerkes should elect to take her 
dower interest in preference to the bequest 
the will would be nullified completely. The 
project for the Yerkes hospital and the art 
galleries would go by the board, and more 
than $5,000,000 would become the portion of 
the widow. 

There is no truth in that report,“ said Mr. 
Knight last night. “ It is made out of whole 
cloth. I was not even interviewed on tne 
subject. Mrs. Yerkes’ intentions with regard 

the will have not been under discussion 
since the day it was made public. She said 
then and again before I left New York that 
she was satisfied with the provisions of the 
will.”’

WAR OVER TICKNOR CASE. 


MORGAN COUNTY REPUBLICAN 
HARMONY Is DISRUPTED. 


Dismissal of Foreman by State Super- 
intendent Gillett of School for Deaf 
Causes Upheaval — Friends of Ac« 
cused Declare if Action Is Permit- 
ted to Stand They Will Go After 
Scalp of Head of Institution—Criti- 
cism of Moulton for Action. 


Jacksonville, III., Jan. 8 8.—[Special. ]—What 
promises to be a general tearup in Morgan 
county politics has been started by the dis- 
missal from the state service of Foreman E. 
E. H. Ticknor by Supt. Charles Gillett of the 
state school for the deaf. It is givenout that 
the trouble is due to information received by 
Supt. Gillett that Ticknor, who is foreman 
of the farm and garden department, paid one 
of the laborers in that department for three 
days’ labor when he only worked two days. 

Eli Alves is the laborer, and the friends of 
Ticknor now. assert that the statement that 
Ticknor paid Alves for three days’ labor 
when Alves worked only two was a mistake. 
Alves has made an affidavit in which he de- 
clares that he did work three days. { 

Ticknor and a delegation of Morgan county 
republican politicians had an audience with 
Gov. Deneem The governor stated that he 
could not interfere in the matter, and he sug- 
gested that charges and counter charges be 
filed before the civil service commission, 
which was the legally constituted body to 
consider such matters. 


Leader of Davis Faction. 

Ticknor is a republican alderman and one 
of the leaders of the Davis faction in the city 
council. Davis, in addition to being mayor, 
is chairman of the county central committee 
and trustee of the central insane hospital. 
He is a personal friend of Ald. Ticknor. 
Ticknor has a brother who has been city at- 
torney and is talked of as a candidate for 
county judge. 

By local politicians it is declared that the 
fight is to be one to the finish and that if the 
removal of Foreman Ticknor is allowed to 
stand a campaign at once will be started to 
accomplish the removal of Superintendent 
Gillett as head of the school. 

President W. B. Moulton, who !s in Jack- 
sonville today on business, stated that the 
first he heard of the case was when he read 
the account printed in THE TRIBUNE on the 
train enroute to Jacksonville. 


Moulton Considers Case, 

Mr. Moulton called upon Supt. Gillett, but 
would not give out the result of his confer- 
ence. He said the whole matter would have 
to come first before the commission before 
any statement could be made for publication. 
Meanwhile the charges preferred by Supt. 
Gillett had been forwarded to Mr. Mason, 
secretary of the commission, whose office is 
in Springfield. 

Many of the republican leaders in the coun- 
ty are disgusted over the action of President 
Moulton of the state civil service commission 
in preferring charges against Ald. Hildreth. 
Several blame Gov. Deneen in allowing the 
matter to be pushed, alleging that the charges 
are so trivial thet their only tendency is to 
engender ill-feeling among republicans. 

President Moulton, before taking the train 
for Chicago tonight, said Supt. Gillett had 
filed additional charges against Foreman 
Ticknor, declaring he had been guilty of con- 
duct unbecoming an employé of the state 
and that he had failed to give competent in- 
struction to pupils at the school in his de- 
partment.

Ohio’s New Governor Takes No Chances 
of Catching Cold During Ceremonies 
at Columbus. 


Columbus, O., Jan. 8.—Standing on foot- 
warmers and wrapped in furs in the center 
of a glass cage, John M. Pattison of Cincin- 
nati, president of the Central Union Life 
Insurance company, reviewed the military 
parade which formed part of the ceremony 
attending his inauguration as Ts of 
Ohio today. am |4 

The actual inauguration took place in the 
warm rotunda of the capitol in the presence 
of a distinguished company. 

Myron T. Herrick, the retiring governor, 
who was defeated by 61,000 votes, presented 
the governor’s commission to Mr. Pattison. 
The oath was delivered by Chief Justice 
William Z. Davis. 

In his inaugural address Gov. Pattison seid: 

The Dow tax laws and other similar laws 
were enacted at the request of the saloon and 
liquor interests in an attempt to make the 
business of the former respectable; I, there- 
fore, recommend for your consideration the 
advisability of enacting laws more in 
harmony with those of other statee, and more 
in accord with the best interests of the peo- 
ple and the welfare of the state. It is my 
opinion that it would be fair to give the peo- 
ple of the state the same right by counties 
as they now have by townehips, villages, and 
cities. I believe this would greatly benefit 
the people, and would result in good to the 
cause of temperance. 

“While the disobeying of any law is de- 
moralizing and degrading toa citizen or com- 
munity, the disobeying of the Sunday lawsis 
doubly so. Hence the so-called Sunday laws 
should be obeyed and enforced, not only in 
the country and in the small villages, but in 
the large towns and cities as well.“

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MILLIONS MILKED 
OUT OF MUTUAL? 


Hint of New Revelations in In- 
side Deals of Big Life 
Company. 


|HUGE SUM IN RAKEORF. 


* 
Armstrong Committee Said to 
Have Overlooked Many In- 
teresting Things. 


New York, Jan. 8.—I Special. The Arm- 
strong investigating committee only 
scratched the surface of conditions in the 
Mutual Life Insurance company. It became 
known today that not half was told to the 
state investigators about the relations ex- 
isting between the Mutual Life and the firm 
of C. H. Raymond & Co. 

Raymond & Co. are general agents for the 
metropolitan district. The son of Robert H. 
McCurdy at one time was a member of the 
firm, and he was succeeded by Louis The- 
baud, President McCurdy’s son-in-law. The 
Armstrong committee learned that the son 
of McCurdy had received from the Mutual 
es his share of the commissions paid Ray- 
mond & Co., $580,728 since 1889. Son-in-Law 
Thebaud got $982,823 since 1893, $147,687 being 
hie share of the commissions for 1904. Be- 
aides the Raymond & Co. commissions, Son 
McOurdy drew from the Mutual almost 
$1,000,000 in commiseions on the foreign busi- 
ness, and in recent years a salary of $30,000 
@ year as general manager. 


Hint of New Rakeoff. 

The statement was made today that Ray- 
mond & Co, were getting other enormous 
*‘ rakeoffs from the Mutual Life which put 
the total up to a really stupendous sum. 
What the nature of this undisclosed rake- 
off" was could not be learned, but it was 
reported that it might amount to as much 
again as had been paid in commissions, 

It also became known today that the Arm- 
strong committee missed many interesting 
things that have been perpetrated by a 
clique of officers and directors. For in- 
stance, one group of trustees, it was said 
teday, has collected from the Mutual in the 
last few years between $40,000 and $60,000 
in telephone charges. That is, vouchers 
have been presented by these trustees show- 
ing payments to that amount made by them 
in the interest of the company. This, it is 
said, ds only one of many instances of pay- 
ments to this inside clique. 


Where Is the Committee? 


Persons in insurance circles who have 
known of these things for several days are 
beginning; to ask what has become of the 
Mutual seif-investigating committee. Will- 
jam H. Truesdale is the chairman of this 
committee. Other members are Stuyvesant 
Fish and John W. Auchincloss. 

The committee made a partial report on 
Nov. 16, but not a word has been heard from 
It since. It has a high priced staff of lawyers 
consisting of D-Cady Herrick, Bainbridge 
Colby, James B. Dill, and William G. 
Choate; yet nothing has been done by the 
committee, so far as the policy holders are 
aware, in two months. 


Records Have Disappeared. 

Not ony have the foregoing undisclosed 
matters become a matter of common report 
in insurance circles but it is known that a 
small sized wagon load of records have dis- 
appeared from the Mutual’s supply depart- 
ment. This is the department over which 
the Mutual’s legislative generalissimo. 
Andy Fields, presided, and it is thought 
that the records were removed before the re- 
organization in the Mutual began. 

It is said further that Fields is still on the 
pay roll of the company at $12,000 a year. 
So far as the policy holders have been in- 
formed, the Truesdale investigating commit- 
tee has taken no steps to locate Fields. The 
legislative supervisor, it was learned today, 
was seen only a short time age in Boston. 

President Peabody of the Mutual was told 
today that there were reports to the effect 
that efforts were being made in the company 
to block the work of the investigating com- 
mittee. 

‘*T haven't heard of any and I don’t belie 
it, was his reply. 


STATE SHOULD CLOSE SALOONS 


Prohibition Leader Declares Attorney 
General Stead Erred in His Opinion 
on Governor’s Power. 


Springfield, III., Jan. 8.—[Speciai.)—In a 
long signed statement Robert H. Patton of 
Springfield, candidate in the last election om 
the prohibition ticket for governor of Lilinois, 
replied to Attorney General Stead's recent 
opinion that the governor has no authority 
to interfere when the saloon closing law is 
violated. Mr. Patton declares the attorney 
general should enforce the closing act. 

Mr. Patton recites that Gov. Joseph W. 
Folk of Missouri has closed the saloons in 
St. Louis on Sunday, and as a consequence 
the saloons of East St. Louls, III., are reaping 
a harvest each Sabbath in open defiance 
of the laws of Illinois. The matter is one -f 
vast public concern, he declares, and the 
people ought not to accept the attorney gen- 
eral’s conclusion as final. 

I maintain that it not only is within the 
power, but it is the duty of the governor of 
this state to see to the faithful execution of 
the laws governing dram shop keepers, as 
well as all other laws on the part of the peo- 
ple of the state, he declares. 

Section 6 of article 5 of our constitution 
provides that ‘ the supreme executive power 
shall be vested in the governor, who shall 
take care that the laws be faithfully exe- 
cuted.” 

By what reason or logic can it be said 
that the dram shop laws are not a part of the 
laws of the state which are included in the 
expression execute the laws ’?’’

Urging that the four Chicago ministers 
who have agreed upon codperation in their 
sermons take as one of their subjects “ The 
Liquor Traffic from the Dealer’s Viewpoint,” 
Arthur Burrage Farwell, secretary of the 
Hyde Park Protective association, wrote to 
them yesterday declaring that the the saloon- 
keepers themselves recognize the evil of their 
business. He also said that an answer 
should be given to the recent declaration 
of E. C. Wentworth that beer is less harm- 
ful than any substitute proposed for it. 

The four ministers who next Sunday are to 
deliver their first “ codperative ” sermon on 
The Betrayal of Citizenship are the Rev. 
Jenkin Lioyd Jones of All Souls’ church, the 
Rev. Willard B. Thorp of the South Congre- 
gational church, the Rev. J. H. MacDonald 
of the Oakland Methodist church, and the 
Rev. B. P. Tuller of the Memorial Baptist 
church. 

Mr. Farwell’s Letter. 

The letter reads in part as follows: 

“The writer has been interested in the 
contest against the saloon which has been 
going - in Hyde Park since 1862, and he 
has n engaged in the work since about 
1899. During that time he has had personal 
heart to heart talks with five saloonkeepers, 
one of whom has been known in Chicago for 
over thirty years, and who said in substance: 

J admire the fight in Hyde Park. If I 
had a family to raise I would go ten miles to 
raise it in a prohibition district. There is no 
influence so bad for- children as the saloon 
and the people who frequent it.’ 

“This man was in the saloon business about 
one and one-half years. I repeated this to 
another man who kept a saloon, or a gam- 
bling house, in the City of Chicago for prob- 
ably twelve years, a man I have known of 
since 1870, and I asked him if it was true, 
and he said, *‘ Undoubtedly!’ He gave me 
some of his experiences as a saloonkeeper; 
told how men neglect their families, and how 
he had sent them home ‘ paralyzed.’ 


Views of “Tough” Saloonkeeper. 

“TI had a talk with another man who had 
kept one of the worst places in Chicago, and 
Lasked him three questions: What do you 
think of the family entrance to the saloon, 
the wineroom, and the private dining rooms 
in restaurants?“ He said: ‘The family en- 
trance and the wineroom are altogether 
bad’; and then on the private dining room 
in restaurants he began to hedge. He said 
something about ‘if he wanted to go down- 
town with his wife and there meet another 
man and his wife,’ and I said: ‘ Hold on 
there! Answer that question as your old 
mother would.’ He answered with empha- 
sis: They are all bad.’ 

“Again, a gentleman with whom I have 
been acquainted for many years told me of 
this incident which occurred in Hyde Park. 
He saw a man who was or had been a 
brewer playing with some children. He 
joked with him about a brewer living in Hyde 
Park, and the reply was: ‘A pretty good 
place to raise children in, isn’t it?“ 

Mr. Farwell said in the evening that he 
hoped the four ministers to whom he has 
addressed his request would consider his 
suggestion as the subject for one of their 
sermons in the near future. 


MESSAGE OF IOWA GOVERNOR 
IS DRASTIC ON INSURANCE. 


Also Recommends Anti-Pass Law to Be 
Applied to All Except Railroad Em- 
ployes and Stock Shippers. 


Des Moines, Ya., Jan. 8.—[Special.}—The 
Thirty-first general assembly convened at 10 
o'clock today and after the permanent or- 
ganization of both houses was adopted the 
governor read his biennial message, after 
which the Hst of standing committeesin each 
house was announced, and tomorrow the ac- 
tual routine work of the session will com- 
mence. 

Speaker Clarke was reélected without oppo- 
sition, she democratic members paying him 
the graceful tribute of naming no candidate 
against him. 

That part of the message referring to in- 
surance matters was the most radical of the 
whole document, and, as predicted in Tun 
‘PRIBUNE dispatches, it recommended legis- 
lation which is considered by the representa- 
tives of the outside Hfe insurance companies 
as especially radical, and, as they put it, 
oppressive. 

The deposit law,” requiring outside com- 
panies to put up a deposit with the state 
auditor equal to the legal reserve on their 
business in this state was the first recom- 
mendation which the governor made. He 
also urged a distribution of the surplus an- 
nually so that the policy holders would know 
just what their share of the surplus would 
be and would have the option of receiving it 
in cash or buying additional insurance with 
it. He also suggested a standard policy, dut 
did not think that such an enactment could 
be put into effect by Iowa alone, 

The governor recommends an anti-pass law 
which will prohibit free transportation to 
all persons, except railway employés and 
stock shippers.

SUICIDE IS THE SOLUTION 
OF NEW HAVEN, CONN., DEATH 


Coroner, Upon Finding of Pistol and 
Laudanum Upon Lawn, Declares Ed- 
wards Killed Self. 


New Haven, Conn., Jan. 8.—[Special]— 
Coroner Elli Mix has determined that the 
death of Charles Edwards of New York 
at the Hiller home on Tuesday night last 
was a suicide. This opinion was raised in 
a partial verdict made public this afternoon 
and was based on the finding on Saturday 
at a spot where Edwards might have tossed 
them of a pistol and a vial of laudanum. 

These were found near some shrubbery 
an easy throw from the rear basememt aoor. 
y The theory now accepted by the coroner, al- 
though he admits the circumstances are al- 
most incredible, is as follows: 

“That Edwards, at 2 o’clock Wednesday 
morning, clad in his underclotnes, left his 
chamber and descended to the basement, 
lighted the gas, unbolted and opened the 
rear door, twice discharged a revolver at him- 
self, one bullet going into the ear; then, fall- 
ing to kill himself, threw the weapon away, 
Grank laudanum, and tossed the bottle after 
the pistol, and with blood flowing from a 
wound in the head dragged himself back to 
his chamber, got into bed, drew the bed- 
clothes over hie shoulders, and, after placing 
a handkerchief under his head to stanch 
the flow of blood, lapsed into unconscious- 
ness, death coming six hours later.”

The football season is over and the 
public is less interested ig the game than it 
was two months ago. Bet some authorita- 
tive statements concernihg the game have 
deen made fecently which should not be for- 
- gotten by the time the next season begins. 
Dr. Edward H. Nichols and Dr. Homer H. 
Smith had the surgical and medical care of 
the Harvard university football squad dur- 
ing the season of 1905. They were in con- 
“stant attendance at the games played by the 
squad and treated all the injuries to its 
members that resulted. ‘They therefore 
had the best opportunity possible to judge 
_ of the physical consequences of football. 
They are experts on that subject. Their 
observations led them to the following nine 
eonelusions, which they give in their report 
on their season’s work:

The 
indictment becomes more severe when to the 
physical evils caused by football are added 
the moral evils-professiqnalism, indecent 
rivalry between colleges for good players, 
ticket scalping and gate receipts grafting, 
neglect of studies—which it has entailed. 
The physical evils alone make it imperative 
that the conditions under which it is played 
shall be radically modified before the 
players begin their hazardous practice work 
this year.

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NEED OF ALDERMANIC BACKBONE. 
No private citizen has a mandate from the 
people to settle the traction question. The al- 
dermen, who are the elected representatives 
of the people, have such a mandate. If they 
have nerve and backbone they will settle the 


question in accordance with their own ideas 


of what is right. They may make mistakes, 
but the community will be tolerant of errors 
which are made by men appointed for the 
purpose honestly striving to discharge their 
duty. 

It is not becoming—it may, indeed, be 
called improper—for aldermen to enter at 
this time into a conference with traction ex- 
perts who, instead of having a mandate 
from the people, may have been refused one. 
The committee on local transportation has 
been considering the traction question for 
months. It has given a hearing to almost 
everybody, expert or nonexpert, who pre- 
sented himself. It has looked at thé ques- 
tion from every point of view. It has con- 
sidered all suggestions. It has. elaborated 
ordinances which a majority of its members 
believed were the best possible solution of a 
difficult: problem. 

When matters had reached that point it 
Was not consistent with aldermanic dignity 
to reopen the question for the purpose of 
conferring with “experts” or outsiders, 
however distinguished, who come forward 
at the eleventh hour. If their interest in 
the subject is deep and their acquaintance 
with it thorough, they should have given 
advice to the aldermen. long before this, or 
the local transportation committee should 
have called on them to enlighten it when it 
began its labors. 3 

A fatal spirit of indecision appears to have 
taken possession of aldermen. They seem 
to distrust their own judgment and to wish 
to shift responsibility to the shoulders of 
others. They cannot do that. If they act 
on advice their constituents will hold them 
alone responsible. If the traction question 
is to be referred back to the local transporta- 
tion committee and reopened there when- 
ever a new expert or any eminent out- 
sider wishes it to thrash over old straw the 
whole matter might as well be postponed 
until the people elect aldermen whose cour- 
age and intelligence will not be numbed by 
© superstitious fear of professed experts. 
The expert is often as untrustworthy a guide 
in a council committee as he is in the courts. 

The aldermen were elected to perform 
this particular duty. They cannot delegate 
it to anybody else. Even to attempt to do 
so is unworthy and towardly. 


OUR INCAPABLE DETECTIVES. 
The efficiency of the Chicago police, and 
especially of the detective department, may 
seriously be questioned. One atrocious 
crime after another is committed here, but 
the detectives do not seem to have the least 
success in apprehending the — crimjnals. 
They do not succeed even where they have 
a plain trail to follow. They do not display 
the average degree of intelligence which is 
noted in the men who are in the business in 

New York and other American cities. 
Take the case of the man Constantine, 
who is wanted for the murder of Mrs. Gen- 
try last Saturday morning. The police 
were provided at once with an accurate de- 
scription of his looks and his clothing. They 
knew he had rushed out into the streets 
bareheaded. They had reason to believe 


that he would try to get out of town at once,’ 


probably by the Lackawanna road. They 
have not caught him yet. Not until yester- 
day did the police find the cabman who drove 
him from the Northwestern station to the 
Sherman house Saturday morning. 

The police say that within an hour after 

the murder was reported every railroad sta- 
tion and every hat store in Chicago was 
visited—except, apparently, the unknown 
store where Constantine got a cap. The po- 
lice acted promptly, according to their story, 
but there is not a particle of evidence that 
they are telling the truth. There is simply 
their bare, naked, unsupported assertion. 
The picketing of the railroad stations is the 
first thing that would have occurred to an 
intelligent head of a detective force; but 
there is no proof that such a precaution to 
prevent the escape of the murderer was 
taken. 
The Chicago detective force is worthless. 
It has failed thus far to arrest Constantine. 
That is not its only failure. The murderers 
of Miss Reese, of Mrs. Mize, of the chauf- 
feur Bate, and of many other men and 
women have got away from them. There 
is a long catalogue of “ mysterious mur- 
ders,“ some of them flagrant, which reflect 
infinite discredit on the Chicago police de- 
partment. | 

In view of past failures and of the Con- 
stantine case—the worst of them all, for 
there was no excuse for not catching the 
man the day he committed the crime—the 
mayor might well give his attention to the 
police department. It needs reorganization. 
It needs a capable head who can tell when 
a detective is unfit for his place and can set 
him at walking beat. A man may make an 
excellent patrolman and be quite unfit for 
detective work. No civil service expinina- 
tion will throw any light on his qualifica- 
tions. There must be men on the police force 
who would make good detectives if they 
were given an opportunity and had compe- 
tent superiors to guide them. 

A detective force cannot prevent murders, 
but if it is fit for anything it can arrest most 
ef the murderers, The Chicago force is 
unable to do that. Usually, when it catches 
a murderer, it is because he gives himself up. 


TRADE HINDRANCES IN ORIENT. 

It is the desire of American manufac- 
turers to increase their trade with the far 
east. The Chinese boycott is felt to be a 
serious matter. The open door is a thing 
which the American is almost ready to fight 
to maintain. The extension of German 
trade is watched with jealous eyes. And 
‘yet, if reports are true, American exporters 
are neglecting the most elementary princi- 
ples in preparing shipping goods. The 

consul at Singapore that the feeling 
of American shippers seems to be that the 
foreigner must be satisfied with what is 
sent him, ‘ont that his personal feelings in 


. and the British merchants try 
to find out what the oriental wants. the 


American tries to force him to take what- 
ever is in stock. 

The same consul complains of the igno- 
rance of geography shown by correspond- 
ents. Letters are delayed because addressed 
to Singapore, India, er Singapore, China, or 
Singapore, Africa. Goods are shipped by 
long and expensive routes, in defiance, some- 
times, of plain and full directions. But the 
most serious difficulty of all is that no atten- 
tion is given to packing goods so as to stand 
the journey. The same statement comes 
from all directions. The bureau of manu- 
factures has received replies from acircular 
letter sent to all the foreign agents of the 
Pacific Mail Steamship company. All agree 
that American packing is totally inadequate. 
Cotton gheetings are wrapped in one thick- 
ness of paper and a thin gunny sack. Two 
packages are fastened by unprotected steel 
hoops which cut through from eight to twen- 
ty thicknesses of the material. The marks 
are obliterated by wear so that it is impossi- 
ble to tell just what grade the goods are. 
There is no provision against damage from 
moisture. Bicycles and other fragile goods 
are packed in flimsy pine crates, as if for 
delivery in an express wagon. When they 
have lain at the bottom of the hold with tons 
of other goods upon them and have been 
tossed on the sea for several weeks there is 
sometimes a total loss, and as the Ameri- 
can shipper has insisted upon pay in ad- 
vance the foreigner has no redress except to 
transfer his trade to the German or the Eng- 
lishman. European goods are packed in as 
small compass as possible, protected by oiled 
paper and tarpaulins, so that even if they 
fell overboard they would not get wet, and 
then packed in cases of heavy wood held 
fast by iron straps securely nailed. If there 
is any complaint the European agent inves- 
tigates and the matter is remedied next 
time. Few American houses have their own 
representatives in the east, and they are at 
the mercy of men whose interest lies in ad- 
vancing the trade of their own countries, 

If the American did not profess to seek the 
oriental trade these things would be of no 
importance. If orders for the orient were 
met with the frank statement that the home 
trade was all that the United States wanted 
there would be no reason for criticism. But 
the desire to reach commercial supremacy 
in the east, combined with utter scorn of 
the methods of success, shows a mental 
confusion and a shiftlessness that make one 
wonder not that the oriental trade of the 
United States is so small but that there is 
any of it. P

With regard to the alleged mutiny of the 
Preobrajensky regiment of the guards, of 
which so much capital has been made in the 
foreign press, it was restricted to a refusal 
by a couple of companies of the regiment to 
take their turn of guard duty asa token of 
their dissatisfaction of a foolish order, which 
had been issued by the commander, pro- 
hibiting the reading of any of the daily or 
weekly newspapers by the men. The latter 
resented this attempt to keep them in ignor- 
ance of the sensational events that are suc- 
ceeding one another with such rapidity in 
Russia. The obnoxious measure has been 
withdrawn. The men are once more free to 
read the duly recognized and licensed organs 
of the St. Petersburg press, and the only 
punishment which the two offending com- 
panies received, if, indeed, punishment it 
can be called, was the depriving them for 
the space of a week of the customary rounds 
of cartridges for their rifles. They were not, 
however, disarmed, nor placed under arrest, 
and were permitted to retain both their guns 
and their side arms.

The Preobrajensky regiment ig the crack 
corps of the Russian army, and outranks 
every other regiment. Nicholas II. received 
his military training in its ranks, was colonel 
in chief thereof at the time of his father’s 
death, and remains so still. It is its uniform 
that he habitually wears, with his father’s 
cipher on his shoulder straps and epaulets, 
It is not at all showy, but attractive, con- 
sisting of a dark green, double breasted 
tunic, buttoning over to the right shoulder, 
and showing a narrow white edging, red 
cuffs, red collar, and facings. Red cloth 
shoulder straps are worn for undress, while 
gold epaulets, with bullion fringe, are used 
for full dress. Loose trousers and top boots 
and an astrakhan bonnet adorned with a 
double headed eagle complete the costume, 
which, in the czar’s case, is still further 
set off by the star of the Order of St. An- 
drew, which is almost the only decoration 
that he ever wears. It was the first regi- 
ment in the Russian army to be organized 
in European fashion, and was created by 
Peter the Great, when still a 16 year old 
boy, with the help of his French tutor, Le- 
fort. It was with the assistance of this regi- 
ment thus formed that Peter secured pos- 
session of the Russian throne, which had 
been usurped by his elder sister, the Grand 
Duchess Sophia, on the pretext that their 
elder brother, Ivan, was an imbecile and 
incapable of reigning. The regiment has a 
magnificent record, and it is pleasant to be 
able to make it clear that ite fame remains 
unsullied by any serious act of mutiny.

As young De Wend Fenton, who was re- 
cently *“‘ warned off the heath at Newmar- 
ket by the jockey club for dishonorable rid- 
ing in a match at Sandown with Lord Ger- 
ard, has arrived in this country, it is only fair 
that the people with whom he is likely to be 
brought into contact here should be made 
thoroughly aware* of his present social 
status in England. To be warned off by 
the jockey club—a penalty imposed by the 
three stewards of that body, constituting a 
triumvirate, which may be described as the 
most powerful in the racing world—is the 
worst punishment, short of a criminal con- 
viction and sentence to penal servitude, 
whith it is possible to receive. It stamps a 
man with the same stigma of infamy as a 
card cheat, and notonly disqualifies him from 
every kind of participation in racing, and 
even from appearance on any race course, 
but likewise brands him as unfitted for the 
society of any man of honor. Of course, 
young Fenton, who is the rich scion of an 
old county family in Yorkshire, an Oxford 
graduate, formerly moving in the best so- 
ciety in London, has been forced to withdraw 
from all the London clubs to which he be- 
longed, and has become in every sense of 
the word an outcast. 

* — 

Fortunately, the warning off is a pen- 
alty that is rarely imposed, and only in, ex- 
treme cases. It was inflieted upon the late 
Lord Alilesbury, popularly known as the 
** Coster Marquis,“ on account of the unfair 
running of his horses, and as long as he 
lived he constituted a powerful argument in 
favor of the reform of the house of lords. 
For this peer, who had thus been held up 
to public obloquy, and with whom the most 
humble betting tout would have hesitated 
to shake hands, retained, nevertheless, his 
seat in the upper chamber of the national 
parliament and his vote there as a heredi- 
tary legislator, and Hkewise enjoyed by the 
law, of the land the exclusive right of se- 
lecting and appointing the pastors of no 
less than six large and populous parishes, for 
the spiritual welfare of whose population 
he was thus responsible. 
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About two years ago the equally disreputa- 
ble brother-in-law of the Marquis Robert 
Siever was also warned off the turf by a 
decree of the jockey club, and, unless I am 
much mistaken, his case constituted the first 
instance of a man being subjected to this 
extreme form of punishment for a cause 
other than that of running horses unfairly. 
In fact, the jockey club was compelled to 
admit that it had no fault to find with the 
running of his horses, of which, perhaps, 
Sceptre was the most famous. But it warned 
him off on the ground that, according to his 
own admissions during the course of his un- 
successful suit for slander against Sir James 
Duke, he was an extremely ‘ undesirable 
person.“ 

The precedent thus set met with widespread 
approval, for it was generally acknowledged 
that if the jockey club started into “ warn 
off every one who happens to be an un- 
desirable person — that is to say, a dishon- 
orable man in the eyes of the club and of 
the sporting world—the turf would gogp be 
rid of all those scoundrels and blacklegs who 
have done so much to bring @iscredit upon 
this most glorious form of sport—namely: 
horse racing.

It has been pretty extensively alleged that 


there 4m no appeal from the verdict of the 
triumvirate constituted by the three stew- 
ards of the jockey club. This is not alto- 
gether true. For that famous publication 
known throughout the sporting world as 
The Racing Calendar invariably prints de- 
crees of this kind rendered by the jockey 
club, and they are copied by the other sport- 
ing papers. If the man thus warned off” 
considers himself to have been the victim ot 
an injustice he can always bring a suit for 
slander against The Racing Calendar and 
the other papers that have published his 
punishment. The legal proceedings thus in- 
stituted would afford an opportunity of 
thrashing out the entire matter in a court 


of law according to the rules of evidence, 


and, of course, if the plaintiff were able to 
establish his innocence, the jockey Glub 
would not hesitate to reecind ite decree. It 
may be added that neither young De Wend 
Fenton nor any other of those warned off

DECRIES IMPORT DUTY 
ON FOREIGN ART WORK. 


Waldo Sgory. American Sculptor, 

on Return from Rome; Declares 
Tax Bars Best Paintings from ‘the 
United States. 


That the American government is com- 
mitting a blunder, if not a crime, by imposing 
a duty upon the works of foreign artists, 
and that the rights of the American people 
to the free education which they would ob- 
tain from the exhibition of the paintings and 
sculpture of Europe’s greatest artists are 
being trausgressed, are the firm convictions 
of Waldo Story, the American sculptor, who 
for many years has made his home in Rome. 
He arrived in Chicago yesterday en route 
for California, where he is going to spend 
the winter. 

In decrying the import duty of 30 per cent, 
which the United States government exacts 
for works of art by foreign artists when 
not intended for public exhibition, Mr. Story 
is following the example of his father, the 
late William Wetmore Story, who was a 
pioneer in the movement, and engineered 
several memorials to congress on the subject 
in the early 808. 

He said in the afternoon that before leaving 
America he intended to open a studio in this 
country, probably in or near New York, 
where he will work six months of every year. 

— 
Declares Tax Outrageous. 

„It is outrageous for the American gov- 
ernment to tax the product of foreign art- 
ists,“ he said. ‘‘ No other country in the 
world imposes such a burden uponart. On 
the contrary, they offer free entry to the 
works of the great artists of other countries, 


and impose an export tax upon the work of, 


their own artists that they may keep their 
treasures. 

„% America has produced few great artists. 
It is not that the artistic temperament is not 
as strong in Americans as in the Europeans, 
but the artists of this counry do not have 
the opportunity to study the works of the 
great masters. See what an outrageous per- 
formance our government imposed upon Mrs, 
Jack Gardner of Boston when she brought 
her collections of paintings and statuary to 
her home in Boston. She was forced to make 
public exhibition of her treasures, or pay the 
duty of $300,000 upon her pictures.

Duty Bars Best Pictures. 


‘The wealthy Americans who are patrons 
of the arts would be glad to pay the prices 
asked for the paintings of Titian, Tintoretto, 
Meissonier, or Millet, and on occasions would 
place them on exhibition where thousands 
might see and delight in them, but for the 
heavy duty. which this government imposes. 
No man can consume these art treasures. 
They are for ail time, the gain is for the 
country which owns them, they stimulate 
and delight; every fine picture is an educatar, 
and especially the old masters. The import 
duty only serves to keep out the best and to 
flood the country with the poorest, some- 
times mere trash.

Lauds Academy at Rome. 


Mr. Story believes that the greatest benefit 
which American art has ever been given was 
the establishment in Rome of the American 
academy of art. This academy has been 
founded by private subscription of nearly 
$1,000,000, and it will do for this country what 
the French academy in Rome has been doing 
for France for nearly two centuries. But 
the French academy is supported by a sub- 
sidy of $30,000 a year, granted by the French 
government. j 

“The American academy, when fully or- 
ganized, will correspond to the Prix de Paris, 
said Mr. Story. Richard Norton, son of 
Charles Norton, is the director, and J. Pier- 
pont Morgan, who has one of our 
heaviest contributors, is a trustee. It will be 
a grand thing for the American artists ana 
architects, for it will furnish them the means 
and opportunity to study in the birthplace of 
art. It would perhaps be too much to ask 
the United States to do whet the French 
government hgs been doing since the time 

of Louls XIV., giving an annual sum to the 
support of the academy, but we are glad to 
see that the generosity of the American peo- 
ple will enable us to open a way towards 
making America in fifty years as great an art 
center as France is today.”

The audience at the Garrick theater last 
evening remained after the curtain had 
fallen on the last act of Monna Vanna 
and applauded til Mme. Kalich had reap- 
peared four timés. to bow her, acknowledg- 
ments. The tribute is one so unusual for Chi- 
cago playgoers to pay to any artist, that it 
tells better perhaps than does any other in- 
cident of the evening how deep was the im- 
pression made by the actress’ work, and how 
brilliant is likely to be her public success. 

She came before her audience virtually un- 
known to every person present. The wel- 
come she received, was that of kindliness 
which the laws of mere hospitality obligate. 
The first act of, the play gave little oppor- 
tunity for judging as to her powers and the 
recalls given at the close were again largely 
formal, although an agreeable personality 
had reached out and had not failed to make 
its due impression. 

The second act—the. great test act. oc the 
play for the impersonator of Vanna— came, 
and the audience enjoyed moments which 
sufficed to convince that an actress of un- 
usual qualities was being watched. -The fall 
of the curtain brought hearty expression of 
approval and admiration. The third act 
served but to deepen the favorable impres- 
sion, and the enthusiastic tribute of a quad- 
ruple recall placed the stamp ot sincere 
commendation on M Kalich’s work and 
on the admirable performance and produc- 
tion of Monna Vanna Mr. Fiske has pre- 
pared, 

The art of Mme. Kaltch.is peculiar. It is 
so different in certain of its-manifestations 
from that to which we are accustomed that 
some time has to elapse while watching it 
before the spectator finde. himself in har- 
mony with it and able to grasp its fulb Sig- 
nificance and power.

PADDLE WHEEL BRIDGE READY. 


North Avenue Temporary Structure to 
Be Opened Soon—Only One of 
Kind in World. 


A paddle wheel pontoon bridge, which will 
save considerable labor and cost of repair, is 
to be used for traffic for the first time when 
the North avenue temporary bridge is opened 
to the public. The bridge was accepted yes- 
terday by City Bridge Engineer Pihifeldt, 
and it will be opened either today or tomor- 

ow. 

: Instead of being turned by a chain the 
bridge will turn with a paddle wheel ar- 
rangement operated with an electric motor. 
This only requires one man, instead of two 
men for the former style, and the bridge 
turns more quickly. It is the only bridge 
of this type in the world. 

The bridge was begun in the middle of 
November, and cost $20,000, of which the 
Union Traction tompany paid $9,000.

LARGE LINES DUMPED IN PIT ARE 
WELL TAKEN. 


Baying Scattered, but ‘Closing Price 
Only a Small Fraction Lower—Rus- 
sian Shipments Light, but Domestic 
Visible Supply Makes a Big Jump 
Over Last Year’s Figures—Another 
Sharp Advance in Provisions on 
Small Hog Receipts. 


Heavy and conoentrated selling of May 
wheat, nearly 4,000,000 bu, by a group of four 
commission houses and brokers, was the im- 
portant feature of the market for most of the 
eession, and it cost the price an early ad- 
vance of and %c more, the break carrying 
the market down to 86%c. 

But around 87c a good deniand developed, 
although the buying was as scattered as the 
selling had been concentrated, commission 
houses and scalpers taking the offerings and 
forcing a fair reaction. The close showed 
a loss of barely %, at 87%c bid. December 
lost nominally „. but July was strong on a 
little local buying, gaining %c to 84%c bid. 

The speculative trade was of more impor- 
tance in its influence on price fluctuations 
than anything in thenews. The short lived 
strength of the opening seemed to be due 
largely to a marked falling off in Russian 
shipments compared with a year ago, 1,064,- 
000 bu for the week, against 2,304,000 bu. 
Total world’s shipments, however, were 
nearly 400,000 bu larger than"a year ago, at 
8,712,000 bu, and Liverpool prices were d to 
54d lower. 


Argentine Exports Delayed. 

Dally rains were reported in Argentina, de- 
laying the export movement, and seaboard 
messages claimed strong bids for Manitoba 
wheat at %c advance, but difficulty in secur- 
ing wheat to fill them. The low prices of the 
session followed the announcement of the 
visible change for the week, an inorease of 
2,382,000 bu, compared with a decrease of 
853,000 ‘bu last year. Total stocks are now 
45,333,000 bu, or 5,067,000 bu more than last 
year, 

Northwestern receipts were only slightly 
larger than last year, 671 cars, compared with 
640. Minneapolis stocks increased 500,000 bu 
for two days and there wasnothing urgent in 
the demand for flour or the milling demand 
for wheat in that market. Local millers re- 


‘ported more domestic inquiry for flour, but 


no particular increase in the amount of busi- 
ness closed. Primary receipts were 965,000 
bu, compared with 875,000 bu a year ago; 
shipments, 247,000 bu, compared with 230,- 
000 bu. 

Clearances were 534,000 bu wheat and flour. 
Export sales of 160,000 bu wheat were re- 
ported. There was no change in prices at 
Paris, Antwerp, or Berlin. Budapest was 
%c lower. On passage cargoes were reported 
firm, with few offerings. 


Corn Clearances Huge. 

Firmness and dullness pervaded the corn 
market. There was not enough outside trade 
to keep the scalpers from devoting most of 
their time and attention to the annual elec- 
tion and the pit was nearly deserted most of 
the session. The market opened %c higher 
for May, sold up %c to Ac, and closed at 
the top price sellers, other deliveries gain- 
ing %c. Cold weather through the corn belt, 
which is expected to increase the feeding de- 
mand and the heavy export movement had 
a bullish influence. Seaboard clearances for 
the day were 1,587,000 bu. New export de- 
mand was limited, sales 104,000 bu. 

Cash prices were a shade easier, shipping 
demand moderate, sales 150,000 bu. In spite 
of the large receipts last week the visible 
supply increase of 942,000 bu was smaller by 
400,000 bu than that for the corresponding 
week last year. There were 346 cars in and 
895 estimated as the day's receipts. Primary 
receipts were 882,000 bu compared with 828.,- 
000 bu last year. Liverpool futures were d 
to %d lower, following the Saturday decline 
here, and spot American corn ud lower. On 
passage cargoes were reported very steady 
but inactive. 


Little Action in Oats. 

Oats sympathized to a small extent with 
the easier tone of the wheat market. Trade 
was small and featureless, the range only 
%c and the close % lower for the day. Cash 
prices were about steady, the shipping de- 
mand moderate; sales, 150,000 bu. There 
were reports of 150,000 bu taken at the sea- 
board for export. The bulk of the local 
sales were to the domestic trade in the east. 
Seaboard clearances were 202,000 bu. The 
local inspection sheet showed 252 cars inand 
205 cars were estimated for the day. The 
visible supply decreased 534,000 bu. There 
was some selling by Bartlett-Frazier and 
some buying on the dip by Updike and the 
Northern Grain company. 

Hog Supply Is Light. 

Hog receipts at the yards are still running 
much under estimates and under the needs 
both of the consumptive trade and specu- 
lative shorts. There were only 88,000 yes- 
terday, or 17,000 under the estimate, with 
prices 5@10c higher. The provision market 
started strong and 5@20c higher. In spite of 
considerable profit taking, the market held 
firm or improved on the st of the early 
prices: The close was 22, higher for 
pork, 12% higher for ard, and 1240 15 high - 
er for ribs. Total western receipts of hogs 
were 77,700, compared with 76,000 a year ago. 
Local receipts for today are estimated at 
40,000... Cash, demand, particularly for lard, 
continues good, and product is being shipped 
out too rapidly to permit any increase in the 
small local stocks. Shipments of meats for 
the day were 2,178,000 lbs, compared with 
1,638,000 Ibs last year, and of lard 982,000 lbs. 
compared with 890,000lbs. There was heavy 
buying by Cudahy on the opening, covering 
shorts, and Patten, Friedman, and other 
local operators supported prices later, add- 
ing to their long lines. A. S. White, Greg- 
son, and the Anglo were sellers, and Schwarz 
sold a big line of product, which the trade 
thought might be r Armour. 


Flaxseed Up 3 Cents. 
Flaxseed was firm, 2@8c higher in sympa- 
thy with higher markets in the northwest 
and abroad. London was up 3c on reports 
of Indian crop damage. Spot No. 1 quoted 
at $1.10, No. 1 northwestern $1.15, and May 
nominally $1.19. Minneapolis received 113 
cars, Duluth 46 cars, and Chicago 7 cars. 
Timothy seed was dull and steady; Janu- 
ary quotable at $3.35; March, $38.474% bid, 
offered at $3.50; country lots ranged from 
$2.25 to $3.35. Clover steady and unchanged. 
Rye was quiet. No. 2 sold 67%@68c; May, 
700 bid. Receipts, 9 cars. 
Barley was steady. Malting quoted 38@ 
Screenings, 30@40c; feed barley, 870.

After a careful study of the bullish fea- 
tures of the provision market, R. W. Wagner 
summarizes them as follows: The price 
of hogs is high and the advancing values and 
lighter runs force the conclusion they are 
scarce and may be still more so. All the 
products are in good demand, the packing 
houses are without stocks of meats of every 
kind, the season half over, and the stocks of 
lard about exhausted. The packers seem not 
to be in harmony with the situation; they are 
surprised in the direction of supplies and 
again in the demand for distribution. Prices 
have not yet responded to the situation. A 
decided advance can alone stop the exhaust- 
ing consumption. Beef and other meats, 
comparatively cheap, might put a reasonable 
limit upon the demand for the cured products, 
but all the substitutes for lard are either 
causes or assistants to put this article much 
higher. A great falling off in the production 
of Siberian butter started the demand in 
Europe for all the animal fats, oleo oil, etc., 
and because of lack of proper feed by reason 
of drought throughout Europe the situation 
is greatly aggravated since. Lard is the 
thing to buy for a bull in provisions, and the 
first weak spot should afford the opportunity 
to take hold. It is not yet high. I look for 
a quick advance in the immed future.”’

INDIANA HARBOR RAILROAD 
WILL BE OPENED ON JAN. 22. 


Line Connecting Big Four at Danville 
with Ohicago Vanderbilt Property 
Built in Record Time. 


The Indiana Harbor railroad will be opened 
formally on Jan. 22 for business, both freight 
and passenger. This road, which connects 
the Big Four at Danville with Chicago, has 
been built in record time, and is, of course, a 
Vanderbilt property. The work, except for 
some filling in, was practically completed by 
the first of this month, and some freight busi- 
ness has been done already, but no regular 
schedule of trains has been put on. 

With the opening of this road the Vander- 
bilts will have a direct entrance into Chicago 
from the coal flelds of southern Illinois, and 
will be in active competition with the Eastern 
IiMnois, for the coal business. ‘The service 
for passengers will be limited at first to a 
train between La Salle and Cairo and Chi- 
cago. There is a possibility that later a 
passenger service will be opened to St. Louis. 

The Eastern Illinois inaugurated its new 
service to Florida yesterday by starting its 
new solid train between Chicago and St. 
Augustine. This train is also intended to 
eonnect with the steamers running from the 
ports of Tampa and Miami to Havana, thus 
giving a daily service to Cuba. The train is 
scheduled to reach Tampa in two days and 
@ night. and from there boats leave three 
times a week for Havana, making the run 
in twenty-four hours. Boats also leave 
Miami on alternate days, making the run in 
practically the same time.
